Efforts will be made by the 


board of trade to secure an 
expert from the Experimen- 
tal station Forestry depart- 
ment, to make a survey of the 
conditions of the shade trees 
in the city. 
E. E. Thomas, 


secretary, has been instructed 
to write to the experimental 
station, asking for the serv- 
ices of such an expert. 


The movement 
for better 


shade trees in the city and 
more scientific methods 
of 


planting and caring for them 
was initiated last March by 
Harry W. Miller arid Judge

To stop the waning deficit and pay some 
interest on the investment of five hundred million dollars, the Post 
urges a revfaon of the tolls schedule, which means an advance up- 
wards." This is rather singular since the Post was vigorous to the 
paint of vicionsness in imposing any toll whatsoever upon American 
vessels passing there through. The real meat of its particular 
slain;, however, is that American commerce gets no advantage 
ihrongh the construction of the canaL It was the confident expec- 
iarion° there would be an immense demand created in the Central 
znd Sonth American .countries for Xorth American products, but 
this tas not been realized to an appreciable extent, notwithstanding 
that extraordinary world conditions-combine to make a most un- 
TBnsl market. 


/The Post does not say why there is no strategic advantage in 


the taaaL It is there, it. innavigable once in awhile and calculations 
cast have l>eeaall awry if it be of no profit in that respect. After. 
a&, considering the manner in which the power of the Untied Slates 
over the e*nal was obtained, they may be entertaining only a case of 
retribution and all that could honestly be expected. 


CROWS AND OTHER THINGS 


Pomona GracffeT of Jackson, at a recent meeting, resohed there 


ihoUd be a bounty on crow scalps. This leads the observant editor 
oithe Jackson standard-Journal into doing some figuring anil esti- 
mating. , He finds that all 'the crows of south central Ohio roost in 
Jacks* n county, going there nightly from the bottoms of Seioto, 
Uhio and Hocking river. The editor visited the other afternoon 


- one of their roosts near Jackson town and he found over 100,000 


of then> assembled and they were still flocking in after it became 
Jark. If a bounty were paid for their des'truction according to the 
ti-nal rale it would-mean the bankruptcy of Jackson county. At ten 
rents a head the one roost would cost it $10,000, and at 50 cents 
t50,OOQ, pnd.that would'ibe but a small portion. In view of this 
Pomona grange, eager as it is to have the black pests abolished, isn't 
in favor of a county bounty, Imt would have the whole state chip 
in on tie expense o* their extermination, in other words it would 
make every olhcr county bear something of the burden. 


Brit Pomona doesn't exactly see it that way when it comes to an- 


cther matter. It is unutterably, opposed to having the license tax on 
automobiles go to the counties where the machines are owned. It 
doesnjt take much of a mathematician to cipher it that under the 
present arrangement Jackson county gets more automobile revenue 
than if--is were restricted to the license on home-owned cars. As 
she.is going to the legislature with a-crow law. that suggests an idea. 
"Why not make the bounty payable out of the automobile revenues? 
That would catch 'em all. 


Among other things Pomona wants is the quail legally lint on 


the "song-bird'' list, that is it would make the killing o£ the pretty 
little creature at any time a crime. 


More remarkable than all, 
however, 
considering Jackson 


county's bliiul devotion" to the tenents of the G. 0. I'., Pomona 
wants a dog law fashioned after that of Pennsylvania, "to tin; end 
that the sheep raising industry of Ohio may flourish." We do not 
know what the Pennsylvania law is, but we surmise it rai.sp.s by sev- 
eral points the bounty paid in Ohio for sheep killed by dogs. No 
matter, however, as to that. 
The shock is that Jackson county 


farmers should lay the decay of the sheep raising industry to any- 
thing brh Democratic free trade, even if it doers double the price of 
wool and mutton.

whiter that is to ensiie whenever Christmas falls on ilonday. There 
is something of a hint of truth in present conditions, but let us hope 
his prediction may not come altogether fnie.

THE DITCH OF A DISASTER 


The Washington 1'ost which, probably, knows as much about 


it as any ono c!«e, says the Panama canal is no advantage either com- 
iiKTOully °r strategically. The traffic is not going through it that 
\vas exported and the revenues arc not sufficient to meet up-koep 


jni(! operating charges. To stop the waning deficit and pay some 
interest GU thu investment of five hundred million dollars, the Tost 
urges a i-evisiyn of the tolls schedule, which means an advance up- 
w arils. Tiiis is rather singular since the Post was vigorous to the 
point of vieiousuess in imposing any toll whatsoever upon American 
vessels passing there through. The real meat of its particular 
:ilaint. however, is (hat American commerce gets no advantage 
through the construct ion of the canal. It was the confident expec- 
tation there. would be an'immense demand created in the Central 
and .South American countries for North American products, but 
iliis has not been realized to" an appreciable extent, notwithstanding 
Hint extraordinary world conditions combine.to make a most tin- 
usual market. 


The Post does not say why there is no strategic advantage in 


Hie canal. Tt is there, it is navigable once in awhile and calculations 
must have been all awry it! it be of no profit in that respect. After 
all, considering the manner in which the power of the Untied States 
over ihc canal was obtained, they may be entertaining only, a case of 
retribution and all that could honestly be expected. 


CROWS AND OTHER THINGS 


I'omona Orange, of Jackson, iit a recent meeting, resolved there 


dioiild lie a bounty oil crow scalps. This leads the observant editor 
oi' the Jackson Standard-Journal.into doing some figuring and esti- 
mating. He finds that all the crows of south-central Ohio roost in 
JtieksMi county, going there nightly from the bottoms of Scioto, 
Ohio and Hocking river. The editor visited the other afternoon*. 
one of thetr roosts near Jackson town and he found over 100,000 
ni' them assembled and they were still flocking in after it became 
vlark. If a bou.'ity were paid for their destruction according to the 
u-ual rule it would mean the bankruptcy of Jackson county. At ten 
cents a head the one roost would cost it'$10,000, and at 50 cents 
£50,000, fad that Would be but a small portion. In view of this 
Pomona grange, eager as it is to have the black pests abolished, isn't 
in favor of a county bounty, but would have ihc whole state chip 
in on the expense of their extermination, in other words it would 
make, every other county bear something of the burden. 


But Pomona doesn't exactly see it that "way when it comes to an- 


Hhor matter. It is unutterably opposed to having the license tax on 
automobiles go to the counties where the machines are owned. It 
doesn't tdiie much of n mathematician to cipher it that under the 
present avnmgcmcnt Jackson county gets more automobile revenue 
than if rli» were restricted to the license on. home-owned cars. As 
slie is going to the legislature with a crow law, that suggests an idea. 
Why not make the bounty payable out of the automobile revenues? 
That would catch !em all.-. 


Among other things Pomona wants is the quail legally but on 


tlio '''song-bird:: list, that is it would inakirthe killing of the "pretty 
iitllc creature at any time a crime.
